The pan Africanists express- 


ed regret at the outbreaks but 
blamed them on the govern- 
ment. 


"We have said before and we 


repeat that there can be no 
peace in this country until the 
demands of the African (non- 
white) people are fully met," 


said a statement from William 
Jolobe, spokesman for the pan 
Africanists. 


Original Violence 


The group sponsored 
the 


original antipass demonstra- 
tions that flared into violence 
March 21 when white police 
opened fire on Negroes, as- 
sertedly in self-defense. 


In parliament, Justice Min- 


ister F. C. Erasmus declared 
the acts of the pan Africanist 
congress are close to revolu- 
tion. 


"They want our country,' 


he declared. "They want to 
bring the white government 
to its knees."

Byrnes Labels

The 18th decennial census on popula- 


tion and housing gets under way this month 
•with the arrival at each dwelling in the 
pnited States of a form to be filled out by 
the householder. The forms contain 40 
questions although not every question must 
be answered by every householder. The 
forms are to be filled out and held in readi- 
ness to be picked up by the census enumer- 
ators beginning April 1. When the enumer- 
ators make their calls they will leave at one 
out of four households a second question- 
naire containing 61 additional questions to 
be filled out by the householders and mail- 
ed to the local U. S. census office. 


The Census Bureau warns that these lat- 


ter questions have been carefully screened, 
that the answers are confidential and that 
a person may be fined and imprisoned for 
failing wilfully to answer or for falsely an- 
swering census questions. There will be 
•other questions for the householders to 
answer when the enumerators call. These 
questions are summarized in a report by 
'Congressional Quarterly as follows:

Although those questions were rejected 


by the census there may be others that will 
appear just as incomprehensible to many 
who will answer them. But the fact is there 
is such a great variety of uses for this ma- 
terial and it is so vitally important to those 
using it, including representatives of the 
government itself, that Congress has made 
it a duty under penalty of fine or imprison- 
ment to answer the questions. 


Nevertheless, many will complain about 


the inconvenience of answering such ques- 
tions. In fact, businessmen 
who make 


great use of census information are among 
those complaining. There have been so 
many complaints that Rep. Clarence J. 
Brown (R-Ohio) has asked for a Congres- 
sional investigation of the operation of tak- 
ing the census of business, manufacturers 
and the minerals industry to see if it isn't 
possible to simplify and eliminate most-of 
the paper work. 


However, Census Director Burgess says 


that a check into these complaints indicates 
that many businessmen exaggerate when 
they want to make a case for their claim 
that they are being abused by government. 
A preliminary report by a Congressional 
subcommittee has come up with much the 
same answer. Nevertheless it has rscom- 
•mended that Government agencies seeking 
information should be required to estimate 
the cost to private industry in man hours 
or dollars of answering the questions. 


It is likely that people will be bothered 


more rather than less by census questions 
in the future. A house committee plans to 
consider a bill this year providing for a 5- 
year population unemployment and hous- 
ing census. The sponsor of the bill, Rep. 
Stewart L. Udall (D-Ariz.) says that "con- 
tinuing important and rapid shifts in popu- 
lation" make 10-year census figures out- 
dated long before another census can be 
taken. 


The budget bureau and the commerce 


department both have said that close study 
should be given to the need for more up-to- 
date population data. The director of the 
census agrees that a 5-year census popu- 
lation could be very valuable. Furthermore, 
there is the demand for such information 
outside of government. In fact, 1,516 com- 
munities had special population censuses 
taken at their own expense during the past 
10 years. Some of them were interested in 
obtaining the higher proportion of state 
funds to which they were entitled by their 
increased population. Garden Grove, Calif., 
which was an unincorporated community of 
about 3,900 in 1950 found in 1959 its popu- 
lation had jumped to 68,866. It is quite like- 
ly the census man will be back every fjve 
years in the future, rather than every 10 as 
at present.

Kaukauna — Children play-
